As stated in ny airmail of March 13, I have applied, throvig) 
the local Swedish consulate, for a Swedish llconso for releaeo of ny p rivate fundo 
still blocked in ny account with SkandlnavlBka Banken, but I am etill waiting for 
reply fren the Stfeckhcl* authcrlties. 

I am much surprised tc hear about ycur new asoignmont 
in CepenhagSDi as I here always beao hoping for direct and personal coliabcreticn 
with ycu 1ft Jepejj or tho Far East, after ycur requested transfer from Stcckhclm. 

Has ycur pWsexxt asedgniMct anything to do with tho por'oen who was .officially ycur 
direct ohiaf and wbe aight have booD more or leas prejudiced against ycu because of 
ycur ^n9)at>ir for Japanese? . tf such is the case, it is really n great loss to the 
osuse cf deaocracy in Japan and peace in tho Pacific as well as cf the American- 
Japaneae cclXil}craticn, which will be groat ly promoted by personal ccnfldenco and 
ayi^tl|r and which will be greatly haj^pered by personal prejudice and hatred.
